Council supports steps for 
government to help sites 
bounce back from lockdown 


LEISURE centres may need a 
“financial rescue package” from 
the government to reopen, 
according to The District Councils’ 
Network. 

The group, which is a cross-party 
member-led network of 187 district 
councils, is forecasting a financial hit 
to leisure centres of around £305 mil- 
lion this year — which the group 
claims could send many out of busi- 
ness. 

Despite many lockdown restrictions 
now being lifted by the government, 
leisure centres remain closed. 

The unknown length of the contin- 
ued closure and the need for social 
distancing, and the implications of 
reduced customer confidence and 
footfall, are concerning councils in 
the months ahead.

However, whilst West Lancashire 
Council say they would welcome gov- 
ernment support, they are already 
planning for the reopening of their 
leisure centres once the green light is 
given. 

A spokesperson said: “We welcome 
the steps that are being taken by the 
District Council Network, the Local 
Government Association and Sport 
England to gain government support 
for local authority leisure centres dur- 
ing these challenging times. 

“COVID 19 has had an immediate 
and significantly detrimental effect 
on many sectors and this has defin- 
itely been the case for local authority

leisure centres that rely heavily upon 
the income provided by customers to 
offset the costs of operation. 

“West Lancashire Borough Council 
and West Lancashire Community Leis- 
ure Trust are currently working closely 
to ensure safe access to facilities for 
everyone to enjoy once the restrictions 
are relaxed. Customers will be 
required to keep their distance from 
others and to help with this the num- 
ber of people able to access the 
facilities at any one time will be lim- 
ited. 

“The return to certain sports and 
activities is also dependent on national 
guidance. This is likely to see some 
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sports able to return straight avvay and 
others returning later. To help with this 
we are developing a phased reopening 
plan that will allow us to meet the 
peaks in demand as they occur. 

“In the longer term West Lancashire 
Borough Council remains committed 
to the development of new facilities 
for the Borough and are currently 
revisiting plans to reflect the impact of 
the virus. 

“Like other councils across the coun- 
try we are really keen to move forward 
as we know how much sport and leis- 
ure facilities mean to our communities 
and the important part they play in all 
our lives.”

Scarisbrick man

A 19-YEAR-old 
Scarisbrick man 
appeared in court 
on Monday after he 


was accused of set- 
ting off fireworks 
that caused £10,000 
worth of damage to 
the Liver Building in 
Liverpool. 

The incident took 
place during a 
widely-condemned 
celebration of Liver- 
pool Football Club’s 
19th title win when 
thousands of people 
gathered at the 
city’s Pier Head on 
Friday. 

Matthew Eggles- 
den, whose address 
was given as Turn- 
ing Lane, 
Scarisbrick, South- 
port was arrested 
after footage 
appeared on social 
media which 
appeared to show a 
firework being dir- 


ected towards the 
iconic building. 

Several fireworks 
were set off in close 
proximity to the 
Grade I listed build- 
ing and caused a 
blaze on a balcony 
resulting in £10,000 
worth of damage. 

Egglesden was 
charged with crim- 
inal damage caused 
by arson to the Liver 
Building and firing a 
firework in a public 
place. 

He appeared at 
Liverpool Magis- 
trates Court on 
Monday, June 29 
when it was decided 
that the case should 
be sent to Liverpool 
Crown Court. 
Egglesden will next 
appear at court on 
July 27 where he 
will enter a plea to 
the first charge.

Police forced to 
use dispersal 
orders at quarry 


New bid to stop anti-social behaviour at village site 


WEST Lancashire police were forced to issue 
several dispersal orders in an area surrounding 
a quarry in Appley Bridge during last week’s 
mini heatwave. 

The quarry is a magnet for people during hot 
weather spells when they flock to the site to swim. 

However, local residents continuously experience 
anti-social behaviour with large groups from out- 
side the area converging on the village. 

In addition to the anti-social activities, police 
warn that quarry lakes, such as the one in Appley 
Bridge, are extremely deep, have sudden changes 
in water depth, are difficult to exit and conceal a 
range of hazards such as entangling weeds, and 
rocks. 

West Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper raised the con- 
cerns of residents with local police, West Lancashire 
Borough Council and the Environment Agency call- 
ing for action to resolve the situation. 

The EA confirmed that there is an outstanding 
application to ‘dewater’ the quarry, but that an eco- 
logical survey was yet to be submitted by the 
applicant, while the council and police are working 
together to discourage use of the site. 

MP Cooper said: “For many years residents have 
been understandably concerned about people trav- 
elling to Appley Bridge for the purpose of 
trespassing into the quarry and using it as a swim- 
ming area. It is deeply worrying that many refuse to

heed the advice from authorities to stay away from 
the quarry and not enter the dangerous water, 
where young people have drowned in the past. 

“I have again raised my concerns and that of res- 
idents with the authorities stressing that all that 
can be done needs to be done to stop the public 
illegally entering. 

“I am pleased to hear from the police that they 
have increased patrols in the area and issued fines 
as a deterrence. 

“The council have confirmed to me that they are 
responsible for ensuring the landowner makes pro- 
vision to ensure the fencing around the quarry is 
secure and timely repairs are being made, and they 
have contacted the landowner to remind him of his 
responsibilities.”

In a separate charge, Egglesden will also 
appear on August 27 at Liverpool Magistrates' 
Court charged with lighting a firework in a 
public place. 

Egglesden spoke to confirm his name, 
address and to indicate no plea to the offence. 
He was released on conditional bail, and must 
reside at the address listed on the court's sys- 
tem. 

He has also been banned from entering Liv- 
erpool City Centre while on bail. 

Thousands of Liverpool fans had gathered at 
the Pier Head on Friday, June 26 to celebrate 
the Reds clinching their first league title in 30 
years — despite warnings over social distan- 
cing. 

However, it turned into chaos with fireworks 
and flares set off, reports of violence towards 
police officers and fighting. 

Fifteen people were arrested on suspicion of 
violent disorder and 34 people were injured. 

A joint statement from Liverpool FC, Mersey- 
side Police and Liverpool City Council 
eas the scenes as “wholly unaccept- 
able”. 

It read: “Several thousand people turned up 
at the Pier Head on Friday, June 26 and some 
chose to ignore the social distancing guidance 
and risk public safety. Our city is still in a pub- 
lic health crisis and this behaviour is wholly 
unacceptable.

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Major new regional cancer 
hospital opens in Liverpool

A MAJOR new hospital that will transform cancer 
care in our region has opened in Liverpool. 

The 11-storey Clatterbridge Cancer Centre — Liver- 
pool (CCC-L), opened to patients on Monday, (June 
29), and will deliver highly-specialist care. It is the 
city’s first dedicated cancer hospital 

Treatment will include pioneering immunotherapy 
and the most advanced forms of radiotherapy to the 
2.4 million people in Merseyside and Cheshire. 

It is part of a £162million investment in expanding 
and transforming cancer services across the region - 
where, statistically, people are more likely to develop 
the disease than almost anywhere else in the country. 

The new hospital will also allow the NHS to resume 
normal clinical activity during the COVID-19 outbreak 
by providing protected facilities for people with cancer 
— many of whom are particularly at risk if they catch 
the virus — as well as releasing capacity in other hospit- 
als in the region. 

Sitting in the heart of the Knowledge Quarter in Liv- 
erpool, the hospital is adjacent to Royal Liverpool 
University Hospital and the University of Liverpool. 

Its 110 fully-single en-suite bedrooms will provide 
inpatients with total privacy as well as reducing any 
risk of infections. This is especially relevant during the 
pandemic. Dr Liz Bishop, Chief Executive of The Clat- 
terbridge Cancer Centre NHS Foundation Trust, said: 
“Clatterbridge Cancer Centre — Liverpool is the culmin- 
ation of an eight-year project for transforming cancer 
care in a region with one of the highest rates of cancer 
in the country. 

“It brings state-of-the-art facilities, novel treatments 
and research together to improve outcomes and save 
lives in Cheshire and Merseyside at a time when one in 
two of us will get cancer in our lifetime. We are tre- 
mendously excited about opening Clatterbridge 
Cancer Centre — Liverpool. It has been a huge labour of

love and I would like to pay tribute to our staff, 
the Laing O’Rourke site team, our suppliers, sub- 
contractors and all the partners who by working 
together have made this happen.” 

Metro Mayor of the Liverpool City Region Steve 
Rotheram added: “The opening of this crucial 
facility will be of huge benefit to the people of the 
city region. 

“This is especially good news in these current 
testing times when NHS resources have been so 
stretched dealing with coronavirus. It adds to our 
city region’s strengths in health and life sciences 
and is yet another world-leading asset for the 


growing Knowledge Quarter.” 

Mayor of Liverpool Joe Anderson, added: “The 
opening of the new Clatterbridge Cancer Centre 
is fantastic news for Liverpool and the region, and 
for everyone who will receive world class treat- 
ment there. 

“The building, the research and the care that 
will take place there is a tremendous boost to the 
city’s position as a world leader in medicine — and 
further underlines the growing international 
reputation of our multi-billion pound Knowledge 
Quarter, with the nearby Paddington Village also 
quickly taking shape.”

FIRE brigade bosses have rubbished 
claims that bottles of alcohol-based 
hand sanitiser could catch fire if they 
are left in cars during hot weather 
spells. 

The National Fire Chiefs Council said 
such hand sanitisers kept in cars ‘do 
not pose a fire risk’. 

An internal NHS memo had warned 
staff about the dangers of leaving alco- 
hol-based hand gel to overheat in cars. 
The briefing, from NHS Property Ser- 
vices, to staff claimed they had received 
a ‘number of reports’ of hand sanitiser 
being the cause of fires when left in 
vehicles in hot weather. 


However, fire chiefs said they wanted 
to ‘debunk the myth’ and pointed out 
that sanitiser kept in cars does not pose 
a fire risk. 

Their intervention followed wide- 
spread coverage online of the so-called 
fire risk, with chiefs adding, “we refute 
this - and confirm there have been no 
cases of such fires in the UK.” 

NHS bosses have since clarified hand 
sanitiser cannot ignite on its own and 
would need a spark to be set alight. An 
NHS Property Services spokesman said 
the alarm was raised by union safety 
officers who had heard about hand san- 
itiser car fires in the US. 
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£500k fund secured to 
help victims of domestic 
or sexual abuse

MORE than £500,000 has been secured to 
support services that help victims and 
survivors of domestic or sexual abuse in 
Lancashire. 

Lancashire's Police and Crime Commis- 
sioner Clive Grunshaw has received the 
funding from the Ministry of Justice, which 
will help local services to meet the additional 
costs they have incurred while adapting their 
services in response to the pandemic, and to 
oF with any increases in demand as a result 
of it. 

PCC Clive Grunshaw said: “I am delighted 
to secure extra funding to support people 
affected by domestic or sexual abuse right 
here in Lancashire. 

“It is so important that victims and survivor 
have access to specialist services where and 
when they need them and this funding will 
ensure that this is happening. 


“The pandemic continues to put extra 
pressures on families and relationships 
and whilst that should never be an excuse 
for any kind of violence, the reality is that 
some people will be affected by abuse. 

“We have fantastic local services and I 
am really pleased to be able to offer them 
this additional support.” 

14 organisations across the county, 
including The Liberty Centre, in Orm- 
skirk, will benefit from the additional 
funding which will be used cover costs for 
additional support such as work with Inde- 
pendent Domestic Violence Advisers, extra 
counselling hours or investing in online chat 
facilities and telephone support to provide 
additional help remotely. 

Debbie Fawcett, CEO at HARV and Chair of 
the Lancashire Domestic Abuse Forum added: 
“This is really welcome news both for services 
and for anyone affected by abuse here in Lan- 
cashire. As a collective, services across the 
county work really hard to support abuse sur- 
vivors and the extra funding will help us to 
further adapt our services in response to the

WEST Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper 
has received assurances from the 
Liverpool City Region about 
Merseyrail’s continued support for 
those who require taxis from 
Aughton Park train station to the 
next nearest accessible station. 

The update came following con- 
firmation from the Department for 
Transport and Merseyrail that there 
is currently no funding available for 
converting Aughton Park train sta- 
tion to step-free access. 

Rosie Cooper MP wrote to the 
Transport Secretary urging him to 
bring forward more funding to 
increase accessibility and further

contacted Network Rail and Mer- 
seyrail. 

Merseyrail confirmed that the cost 
of delivering step free access at 
Aughton Park would likely be in 
excess of £4million, and would not 
be funded by DfT. 

MP Cooper however received assur- 
ances from Liverpool City Region 


that Merseyrail would provide 
a taxi for any customer that 
needs to travel from an inac- 
cessible station upon request. 

She said: “It is disappointing 
that the Department for 
Transport are not providing 
funding to enable Aughton 
Park to become a step free 
access station, but I will con- 
tinue to campaign for the 
funding at every opportunity. 

“In the meantime I am 
pleased that Merseyrail are 
continuing to support my 
West Lancashire constituents 
who would use Aughton Park 
station but are unable to do so 
due to its inaccessibility, with 
the provision of taxis to the nearest 
step free access station, at Ormskirk 
or Town Green. 

“I would encourage those who are 
eligible to use the scheme to make 
full use of this additional support.”

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Town centre revamp 
still on track despite 
council’s costly 
pandemic struggles

PLANS to regenerate Skelmersdale Town Centre 
remain on track despite concerns that the 
pandemic had wiped out council spending 
powers. 

West Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper has welcomed 
the council’s continued commitment to finally 
deliver an improved town centre. 

In light of the coronavirus crisis, concerned resid- 
ents contacted Rosie Cooper MP worried that council 
funding for the scheme may have been used up in the 
pandemic response. 

She has received assurances from West Lancashire 
Borough Council who were ‘pleased to confirm 
unequivocally that no such redirection of funding has 
taken place and the Council has the necessary finan- 
cial resources for this project.’ 

The town centre redevelopment scheme is a part- 
nership between the Borough Council, Homes 
England and developer St Modwen, and supported 
by the Lancashire Local Enterprise Partnership. 

Builders arrived on site in January to start con- 
struction work on the scheme which will breathe new 
life into the area by bringing significant investment 
and new jobs. This project will provide benefits for 
the whole of West Lancashire not just Skelmersdale. 

Phase one will see new shops created to house Lidl 
and B&M Bargains, and another retail unit will also 
be constructed. A fantastic new play area will be cre- 
ated in Tawd Valley Park and a new high street will be 
provided to link West Lancashire College with the 
rest of the town centre. Enhancements will also be

made to the public areas outside Skelmersdale Lib- 
rary. 

West Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper said: “Residents 
were understandably concerned that with the pan- 
demic and the council’s major response to supporting 
residents that there may have been a gap in funding 
left for the delivery of Skelmersdale Town Centre. 

“Having written to West Lancashire Borough Coun- 
cil, I am pleased to receive their absolute assurance 
that funding remains in place to complete the devel- 
opment and their continued commitment to deliver. 

“Phase One of Skelmersdale Town Centre will bring 
new retail opportunities for the town. 

“The new town centre will give a boost to the plans 
for a Skelmersdale Railway Station and encourage 
investment in the Concourse, which we have already 
seen with the announcement of the new cinema. 

“The council now needs to press on with develop- 
ing a ‘night-time’ economy for Skelmersdale 
including family restaurants and leisure facilities. It 
will also enable Skelmersdale shops and businesses 
to benefit from the ninety percent of Skelmersdale 
‘spend’, which is actually spent outside of the town.” 
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Train services to increase as

VVEST Lancashire Borough Council 
will remove the pagoda at 
Wheatsheaf Walk, in Ormskirk, 
after claiming it will make the town 
centre safer for shoppers during 
the pandemic. 

The removal of the pagoda, which 
has been opposed by some resid- 
ents and councillors, will “make 
the area more open’ as locals try to 
keep social distancing. 

The proposed scheme was voted 
through at the council's Executive 
Overview and Scrutiny Committee 
on June 25 as part of wider propos- 
als to improve the town centre. 

Our West Lancashire Councillor 
Adrian Owens, who was against the 
plan, said: “There are arguments 
both ways, but our argument is that 
given the public outcry about the 
decision to remove the pagoda in 
isolation and not as part of a com- 
prehensive improvement scheme, 
it was right to halt and carry out 
another consultation that engaged 
local residents.” 

In response, Councillor Ian 
Moran, Leader of West Lancashire 
Borough Council, said: “Our public 
space plans are to enhance West 
Lancashire for everyone to use and 
enjoy. The removal of the pagoda 
will make the businesses within 
Wheatsheaf Walk more visible from 
Burscough Street and assist their 
trade at a difficult time for retail- 
ers. 

“The whole scheme will make 
Wheatsheaf Walk a really attractive

Students from Edge Hill had the opportunity to 
work with Carl and the team during filming and 
helped to create the soundtrack. 

The film, which was co-produced with Edge Hill 
lecturer Clare Heney, was selected to show at the 
British Film Institute’s film festival last year and has 
also received critical acclaim following cinema 
releases in Australia, Europe and Ireland.

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Get ready for more 
lockdovyn measures to 
be eased on Saturday 


JUST in case you needed any 
reminding, a series of 
measures further easing the 
lockdown in England will 
come into effect from 
Saturday, July 4. 

The two metre distancing 
guidance will change to ‘one 
metre plus’ meaning that where 
it is not possible to stay 2m 
apart, people should keep a dis- 
tance of ‘one metre plus’ while 
observing precautions to reduce 
the risk of transmission. 

New re-openings will include 
holiday accommodation, librar- 
ies, community centres, bingo 
halls, cinemas, museums and 
galleries, along with funfairs 
and theme parks, amusement 
arcades, outdoor skating rinks, 
indoor leisure centres, social 
clubs and model villages — but 
nail bars, nightclubs and casi- 
nos will remain closed, as well 
as bowling alleys, spas, swim- 
ming pools and indoor soft play 
centres. 

Restaurants and pubs in Eng- 
land will also be allowed to 
reopen, providing they follow 
safety measures. 

All hospitality indoors will be 
limited to table service, and 
contact between staff and cus- 
tomers will be restricted. 

Theatres and concert halls 
will not be able to host live per- 
formances - but the 


government will work with the 
arts industry on specific guid- 
ance to enable choirs, 
orchestras and theatres to 
resume live events as soon as 
possible. 

Places of worship will be able 
to open for prayers and ser- 
vices, including weddings with 
up to 30 guests - subject to 
social distancing. 

More outdoor spaces will 
open if they can do so safely, 
including outdoor gyms and 
children's playgrounds. 

Indoor gatherings of any two 
households will be allowed 
from July 4. 

People will be able to visit 
someone’s house or to stay 
over, for example, with grand- 


parents, as long as social 
distancing is observed. 

This does not have to be the 
same set of households - Prime 
Minister Boris Johnson con- 
firmed: “It will be possible for 
instance to meet one set of 
grandparents one weekend, 
and the others the following 
weekend.” 

However, the government 
does not recommend meetings 
of multiple households indoors 
because of the continued risk of 
infection. 

In further moves the govern- 
ment is no longer holding daily 
Downing Street press confer- 
ences — a fixture of the 
coronavirus pandemic since the 
beginning of the lockdown.

Their aim to be available for anyone who needs
